The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the steps of applying a quality of service 
treatment to a bi-directional network data flow by creating and storing in a computer-readable 
medium an inbound quality of service value in associated with information identifying the bi- 
directional network data flow, wherein, the inbound quality of service value is derived from the 
outbound quality of service treatment value; and wherein accessing the computer-readable 
medium and applying the inbound quality of service value to one or more inbound message 
elements based on the stored information, as specified in independent claims 1, 7, 12, 17-19, 28, 
34 and 39.
